An Old-Time Duel. 


Among the many bloody duels on 


record as having been fought by Con- 
gressmen was one in which James Jack- 
son, of Georgia, who had been and who 
was afterward a ITnited States Senator, 
was the challenged party. He was an 
Englishman,like the hero of "Pina- 
fore," by birth, >ut he went to Savan- 
nah when a lad, studied lavf, was a lead- 
ing Mason, and fought gallantly in tie 
Revolutionary war. He killed Lieut. 
Gov. Wells in 1780 in a diel, aad was 
engaged in several affairs oJ: honor, un- 
til he finally determined to accept a 
challenge on such terms as would make 
it his last duel. So he prescribed as 
the terms that each par^y— irmed with 
a double-barreled gun loadei with buck- 
shot, and with a hunting-knife—should 
row himself in a skiff to designated 
poults on opposite sides of the Savan- 
nah river. When the city clock struck 
12, each party should start and row his 
skiff to a small island in the middle of 
the river, which was wooded and cov- 
ered with underbrush. On arriving at 
the island each party was to moor his 
skiff, stand by it" for ten minutes, and 
then go about on the island until the 
meeting took place. The seconds wait- 
ed on the main land until about 1 
o'clock, when they heard three gun- 
shots and loud and angry cries. Then 
all was still. At daylight, as had been 
agreed upon, the seconds went to the 
island and found Jackson lying on the 
jround, insensible from the loss of 
blood, and his antagonist lying across 
liim dead, 
Jackson recovered, but 


would never relate his experience that 
night, nor was he ever challenged again. 
He died in Washington, serving his 
second term as United States Senator, 
March 19,1806,

Gloves in EarlypTimes. 


The manufacture of gleves has been 


an important trade in France from early 
iimes. In 790, or thereabouts, Charle- 
magne granted an unlimited right to 
llie Abbot and monks of Sithintomake 
gloves from the skins of the deer they 
ulled. TLe Council of Aix, 829, pro- 
libited the inferior clergy from wear- 
lag anything but sheepskin 
gloves. 


Before this the fathers of the church 
had inveighed against the practice of 
glove-wearing as effeminate. The glov- 
ers of Paris constitute a considerable 
community, having statutes an^L laws 
dating back to 1190, wljiich were con- 
firmed, added to and renewed by Louis 
XIV. in 1656. The word glove being of 
Anglo-Saxon origin—Prof. Skeat says 
it is referred to in the poem of " Beo- 
wulf," under the name of) " glof "—it is 
conjectured by some that the Saxons 
introduced the trade of' glove-making 
intc England. Gloves do not appear to 
have been worn here before the end of 
the tenth or the beginning of the 
eleventh century, and at ;hat time they 
were of special German manufacture; 
as five pairs of gloves foimed no small 
part of the duty paid to Ethelred IL 
by a society of German merchants for 
the protection of their trade in this 
country, which Strutt pljserves was a 
proof of their great rarity, and conse- 
quent limitation to the] most exalted 
personages. Gloves were not generally 
worn in England until the fourteenth 
century, when they became popular 
with the better classes] who carried 
them in their hands, according to Fair- 
holt; but not until the sixteenth cent- 
ury do we find constant allusion to 
them.—All the Tear Round.

The Temple of Diana. 


This wus built, as Pliny says, on a 


soft foundation to guard against the 
shocks of earthquakes. The founda- 
tion, therefore, was laid in a swamp, 
wood and charcoal were interposed to 
absorb the wet, and the srches form a 
subterranean labyrinth, in which water 
stagnates, all of which is BO at the pres- 
ent! day. The superstructure bears all 
the! evidences of an edifice which was 
destroyed eight times, and took 280 
yeara in building and rebuilding. It 
now consists of several walls of immense 
blosksof marble, the fronts jpf which 
are perforated with, small cavities, into 
wk.ch were sunk the shanks of the 
brass and silver plates, with which the 
walls were faced. In several places 
where the walls have fallen, they have 
exposed cornices and moldings of a 
former edifice, against which the new 
walls had been built up. Some of the 
vast porphyry pillars wh.oh formed the 
front portico still lie pros trate before it; 
bull others were brought by Constan- 
tino to his new city of Constantinople. 
The heathen temple was dilapidated to 
build the Christian churi sly of St. So- 
phia, in which these pil^ig are again 
become the great support of an anti- 
Christian edifice. But the most inter- 
esting circumstance of the building to 
me is the great illustration it gives to 
the acts of the apostles.) Here is the 
place where St. Paul excited the com- 
motion among the silver and brass 
smiths who worked for/ the temple; and 
over the way was the theater, into 
which the people rushed, carrying with 
them Gaius and Arisi;archus, Paul's 
companions.
